SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 

It is with pleasure that I make my first annual 
report. 

I took charge of the schools the first of March, a 
year ago and acquainted myself with the conditions 
in the spring term. There was no change in teachers 
from the winter to the spring term. With the opening 
of the fall term we had all new teachers except Mrs. 
Merrill at the Centre. There was no change from the 
fall to the winter term. We were fortunate in securing 
Mrs. Brackett for the Longfellow and Mrs. Winslow 
for the Emerson schools. They are teachers of ex- 
perience and are doing splendid work. Two of our 
teachers are without previous experience but are try- 
ing hard to make good. One of them attended the sum- 
mer term at the Gorham Normal. I have only words of 
commendation for all the teachers employed in town. 
We would like to employ more teachers with previous 
experience or special training, but at the moderate 
salary that is paid it is necessary to take some who 
are just out of High School. Both last year and this we 
have been fortunate with our young teachers. 

The Whittier school was closed at the end of the 
spring term and the scholars conveyed to the Emerson. 
The enrollment at both the Hawthorne and Holmes is 
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small, but I would not advise closing either of them at 
present. 

No changes have been made in the text books, and 
I have bought sparingly during the year. Some new 
books are needed and also more in the way of equip- 
ment. 

During the summer the Longfellow schoolhouse 
was given a needed coat of paint and a toilet annex 
built at the Hawthorne. 

A toilet annex is very much needed at the 
Emerson, as this is now one of our largest schools. 
The ceiling of the Holmes needs replastering. It is econ- 
omy to keep up our school property and make _ it at- 
tractive and homelike for our children. 

We had twenty-two scholars in Lincoln Academy 
in the fall term. This is a splendid showing and a 
credit to our town. 

Let the young people continue to have the best we 
can procure for them in the way of an education. The 
money spent in this way is a profitable investment for 
the town and should make us justly proud of our 
schools. 

During the year I have made as frequent visits 
to the schools as my time would permit and as it seem- 
ed to me the needs of the schools required, and by 
advice and encouragement directed the teachers in 
their work. Invariably I have found the teachers and 
committee cordial and responsive to suggestion. 

One Teachers meeting has been conducted, to 
which all the teachers were present.
